Washington, January 5, 1836. 
I wad misinformed yesterday in relation to the Ju d ic ia ­ 
ry Bill, and I hasten to correct the error. 
Mr W rig h t’« 
amendment proposed the extension of the Northern C ir­ 
cuit of New Y ork, not a new one; and M r Buchanan 
'"said lie should at another lime ask to have the W estern 


Circuit of Pa. extended; but he voted against Mr W rig h t’s 
amendment, on the ground suggested by M r K ing, cf 
Ala., that it would em barrass the passage of the bill in 
the lower House. 
The word “ em barrass” seemed to operate like a charm 
on all, till Judge Niles dispelled it by stating, that in­ 
stead of the amendment em barrassing the bill, it would 
have entirely the contrary tendency; inasmuch as it would 
insure the support of the 40 members of New Y ork in 
the other House, who had a direct and immediate interest 
in facilitating the bill; whereas, if the amendment were 
rejected, their opposition must be encountered. 
The 
Chairman of the Committee, M r Clayton, then discarded 
“ embarrass,” and was happy to accept the amendm ent; 
and Mr King did not em barrass the subject by any fur­ 
ther debate, but remained silent. 
Mr Buchanan, however, 
voted with 5 others against the amendm ent, though it 
passed by a vote of 28. 


The bill unites the Middle and Southern D istrict, and 
creates a W estern one; so that the same number rem ain. 
Its tendency will be to derange the nominations of M r 
I aney and Judge Barbour, one of whitU only can be con­ 
firmed. 
1 he present bill did not ostensibly originate in 
a political mantjpvre, as perhaps might be inferred from 
ray rem arks yesterday; but it will lie turned to political 
purposes notwithstnndiug. 
Every thing almost is tainted 
with sbmc political sin— it seems alm ost impossible to 
prevent it. 
T his state of things will continue in the Sen­ 
ate, till time or chance, which happens to all, shall mete 
out to the three great rival agitators their merited rew ard. 
I will not pretend to predict what will lie the nature of 
that rew ard— whether appointments or disappointm ents— 
missions or dismissions— dignities or indignities. 
T his 
is their business, not mine. 


T he Senate did nothing of importance, went into exec­ 
utive business early, and soon adjourned. 
I vas itia mo­ 
ment, and saw M r Buchanan preparing an amendment for 
extending the D istrict Court in his S tate. 
So the bill 
after all will have his vote, and probably pass unani* 
■ nously.

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M here is the National Monument to W ashington 
Con­ 


gress most ccnninly has not the constitutional right to 
erect one, otherwise it would have been done long ago.—- 
Moreover I hold, that the art of printing has superceded 


the utility of monuments. 
If a m an’s memory cannot lie 
preserved by this art, no human a rt can perpetuate it.— 
A m an’s friends or the citizens of his state, if they choose, 
may erect a monument to his memory, as his relations 
would a grave-stone, or a tomb ; 
but these being local 
must necessarily be confined to the observation and knowl­ 
edge of a few. 
\\ hy should the Nation erect a monument 
500 miles from the capital, which not one in ten thousand 
would ever see, nor one in a hundred thousand receive any 
benefit from, unless they were employed as laborers to con- 
struct it ? 
But it is enough for my purpose, that it is nei­ 
ther the right nor the duty of Congress to m ake any appro­ 
priations for any such purpose. 


W ho desires to stand up and oppose this measure ?— 
No man who courts popularity, and expects that the pro­ 
fessions of his patriotic gratitude will excuse the dereliction 
ol his duty. 
Did Gen. Jackson, from any-, disrespect to 
the man or his measures, vote against approving the ad­ 


m inistration of W ashington ? 
Did he not take a stand 
which has been a warning to all succeeding administration 
parties, not to attem pt to establish such a precedent ? 
If 
he were right, then let those who approve of Ins principles 
and wisdom, follow his example ; let them oppose the 
adoption of any dangerous precedent, and frown upon eve­ 
ry attem pt to violate the Constitution. 


Mr Adains spoke in favor of the Memorial ; referred to 
the Revolution, and said that young Hale (only 20 years of 
age) was one of its earliest victims, one of its bravest p at­ 
riots— had the confidence of W ashington, and deserved the 
gratitude of his country. 
T his he does hate. 


A member from Conn. urged its reference to a select 
com m ittee, saying that it had been formerly to a standing 
committee, and they reported that the subject did not 
come within their duties. 
They were right, and the com­ 
m ittee must be select who would report in favor of the ap­ 
propriation. 
1 lie member referred to the case of General 
Brow n, where Congress had voted ¡j*1000 for a monument. 
Is a violation of the Constitution to be quoted as a pre­ 
cedent'? 
Such authorities are becoming quite common; 
but I hold them no authority at all; they are beacons to 
warn us to avoid danger, not charts to direct us in safety. 
hy, the infamous Resolution iri the Senate against Gen. 
Jackson— for it was really against the man, not the mag­ 
istrate,— is a precedent; but what fu tu re Cataliue will 
dare to quote it? 


Flie memorial was however referred to a select commit­ 
tee, and ordered to be printed. 
It is a beautiful eulogy 
upon the young, heroic m artyr, and better than any mon­ 
ument, 


A Resolution passed to print 10,000 copies of the S ec­ 
retary of the T reasury’s Report on the S tate Banks. 


Col. Jarvis of Me. submitted some Resolutions on the 
Slavery question, in substance, that Congress ought not 
to entertain a discussion of the subject, aud that all petition* 
should be laid upon the table. 
H e accompanied them with 
a brief, pertinent and conciliatory speech. 
Mr Adam s moved to lay them on the table; which mo­ 
tion was negatived by a vote of 129 to 
M r \\ ise moved an amendment, and M r Glasscock 
moved another; which llie tonner magnanimously accept­ 
ed !
